—The hig hway accident death rate 
in Missouri leaped sky ward during 
May , the latest monthly report of 
motor vehicle accidents issued here 
today by the state hig hway depart­ 
ment shows. Total fatalities for the 
period were 71, more than double 
the 28 deaths in April and March, 
respectively . 
The report show's 38 persons were 
killed instantly and 33 died later 
from

There were 6 28 accidents 
for May , compared with 46 7 during 
April. 
Casualities including deaths, 
numbered 6 15, or 249 more than 
during the preceding month. 
Six ty of the mishaps occurred in 
St. Louis, 41 in Kansas City , 130 In 
St. Joseph, 24 in Jefferson City , and 
230 in other cities and towns ot 
Missouri. 
One accident was report­ 
ed on a county road, to 142 on state 
hig hway s.

CONGRESS TO GIVE 
EAR TO AVIATION

WASHINGTON. 
Ju ly 
11.—Con­ 
gress. absent from Washington du r­ 
ing the period that American air­ 
men have added 
bright pages to 
aerial history, probably will retu rn 
to the capitol this fall with an ear 
more sympathetically inclined than 
ever toward requ ests for fu nds for 
aviation pu rposes. 
While the legislators last session 
provided more liberally than u su al 
in au thorizing five 
year 
bu ilding 
programs for the army and navy air 
services and also in creating for it 
secretaries 
in 
the war navy and 
commerce departments to look after 
aviation 
activities, 
it is 
expected 
that the needs of aviation will be 
stu died 
more carefu lly than 
ever 
this winter. 
It is 
regarded 
here as certain 
that there will be no disposition to 
cu rtail either of the two bu ilding 
programs one of which contemplates 
delivery and maintenance of 1,009 
first clas.s fighting planes for the 
navy at the end of three years and 
the other looking to provision for 
1,200 planes for the army at the 
end of the same period.
